London, Feb. 19 —No incidents, 
so far as is known, have yet marked 
the opening of Germany 'a aobinarine 
blockade of the British <sle8,al though 
it has been in force for nearly twen- 
ty-four hours. Nor has the British 
goveminent thna far announced its 
promiaed retaliatory maaflurea. 

Prppautions, however, are boing 
talien on this side of the North sea, 
and although the German govern- 
ment baa warned the German people 
not to expect any eenaational devel 
opments for some days, the regular 
cross-channel paaaenKcr services 
have been somewhat curtailed and 
altered. Otherwise sea-borne trade 
of the country is proceeding as usual . 

In Fnuland, Germany's reply to 
the American note of protest against 
interfereaea with neutral ships is 
creating more interest than the 
threatened blockade, and there is a 
great deal of curiosity as to what 
the United States will say in re- 



Even GermaBy'a victory over the 
Russians in East Prussia and north- 
ern Poland, and the claim of the 
Germans to have Uken (>4.000 pris- 
onera, take aeeond place in these 
diplomatic questions between the 
Germans and the neutral nations. 

In (Ii rniany, however, this second 
victory of Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg in the province of which he 
hadlonjr mad-^ a ' military study is be- 
ing celebrated with the greatest en- 
thusiasni, anii the i-xpi'Ctation there 
is that the Russians will take a long 
thne to recover from this blow. 9ven 
should they make a stand on the 
Niemen river, as they dni last au- 
tumn. 

It is evident, however, that the 
Ruadans are fa^ from being beaten. 

According to their reports, battles 
are in progress not far from the 
East Prussian frontier, and troops 
are being rushed from the interior 
to check the German advance, which 
ia being made on a front some 200 
miles in extent across the provinces 
of VUna and Gro<lno. 

In the ("arpnMiians, heavy fij;hting 
continues and the Russians claim to 
have repulsed all the Austro-d r- 
manattaeka. while in Bukowina the 
Austrians, with their' German sup 
ports are pushing across the coun- 
try. They have occupied Twolonie;), 
in Galicia, about sixteen miles north 
of the iiukowina frontier. It is 
again repotted -this time officially 
— that they are in possi-ssicin of Czer- 
nowitz, capital of Bukuwina. 

The alllea,in the hope of relieving 
the pressure on the Russians, have 
taken the offensive along the west- 
ern line, and although the French 
and German accounts differ as to 
the resalt of this, it is evident that 
the French and British bax* made 
gains at some points. < 

The dispute i)etween Greece and 
Turkey over an insult to the Greek 
naval attache at Conataatinople has 
baas settled by a personal apology 
aad the publication of the apulog>' 
in Turkish new«papers.

MISERY IN POUND. 

Henri SHeokiewies, tile faraorn 

I'olish novelist and the author of 
"(^110 Vadis" is, like tens of thou- 
sands of his connpatriots, a refugee, 
driven from home by the war. He 
is now at Vevey. Switaerland, with 
the members of the conimittt-e for 
the relief of victims of tlje war in 
Poland, of which he is president, and 
Ignaoe Paderewaki is vioa-prasideat. 
The latter will visit New York In 
connection with the Polish work. 

No more appallmgpicttire of death, 
deatraetion and devaatatioii haa ever 

been drawn than that outlined by 
Sienkiewicz, who declares it ia 
unique in history.

In field No. 1 the first year com Is 
Krown and hoREod off as soon as It Is 
ripe. This Is generally from Septem- 
ber 1 to September 10. When the com 
Is cultivated for the last time, it is 
usually desirable to sow soy beans or 
rape. In order that the hogs may have 
pasturage while gathering the corn, 
and also because such a crop supplies 
valuable humus which can h*i turned 
bark into the soil. In the following 
Fpriiip this field Is prepared for sec- 
ond year corn and becomes field N'o. 2 
In the Illustration. 

Feld So 2 is, as have seen, de- 
voted to .se< oiiil year rnrn. whirh is 
not hoBjied off Imt liarve.sted by hand. 
Here rye is sown in tlie fall. Tender 
favfiralde eonditions this <iin be done 
whi!(< the eorn is still 
ner«.s^ary it Is not too late after the 
corn Ims t)eeii rut ami shnrked. Rye 
may lie .sown nnicli later than wheat, 
and this is one of its great advantages 
In a rotation such as is now being de- 
scribed 

Field .N'o. 3 is devoted to rvp 
throughout the entire season. In the 
Spring It is pastured by the hogs as 
long as it Is palatalile. affdnliiig excel- 
lent pasturage, especially for young 
hogs and brood sows. When the rye 
becomes tough and tlie hogs cease to 
relish it. tliey sliould he removed and 



weeka after the rye bas ripened. They 

should then be allowed to gather the 
entire crop and to graze upon the 
young clover that has come up with 
It. 

Field No. 4 Is devoted entirely to 
liog pasture. When clover and tim- 
otliy are planted together, thp hogs 
; ra/e principally on the clover and 
leave most of the timothy tu be cut 
for hay. In the five-year rotation, how- 
ever, field No. 5 is depended upon to 
furnish the principal supply of hay for 
the horses and cows. There should be 
.'^ome surplus and this, of course, can 
he sold. I.ate in the fall the field is 
idowi'd for first year com, and In the 
following spring it takes Its place In 
the rotation as field No. 1. 

Vnder such a system hogs furnish 
the prim ipal income. They are turned 
in on the rye as early as possible in 
the spring and there they remain as 
long as the pasture is tender, al- 
though the brofMl sows should be 
taken to other Inclosures as soon as 
the spring iiigs can be weaned, and 
there bred for fall litters. Karly in 
May when the rye probably ceases to 
afford good pasture the hogs are 
turned into field No. 4, devoted to 
first-year clover and timothy. With 
the addition of a reasonably liberal 
com ration they feed on this until the 
middle of July, or two weeks after the 
rye has ripened, when they are turned 
back Into the rye field and allowed to 
hog it all down without other feed. Ily 
the time the rye Is harvested the corn 
In field No. 1 is ready for the hogs. 
If none of the slock is sold before, the 
hogs will gather all the com by No- 
vember 1. In this way with practical- 
ly no labor and very little attention 
the entire herd is furnished witli pas- 
ture and grain feed throughout the 
, entire spring, summer and fall In 
I addition, there is the corn from field 
; No. 2. which is harvested and not 
i hogged down, and the surplus hay 

from fields No. 4 and .I. 
j Tinder this system, the only time 
taiidiim. but if when oiilside lali.ir is iiidispcnsahle l.s 
diirlnu till' hay harvest.
